SIR: 

The "Statement of Reasons for Allowance" included on page 2 of the Notice of 
Allowability dated December 15, 2008 characterizes independent claims 1, 12, 29 and 30 in 
terms of a direction-of-view-evaluation module "determining a direction of view of a pupil 
by detecting a position of the pupil using light reflected off of the pupil which is detected by 
an eye tracker at the user terminal . . . ." Although this limitation is recited in claims 1 and 12, 
it does not appear in claims 29 and 30. Therefore, the "Statement" mischaracterizes the 
invention in xmduly narrow terms inconsistent with the actual claim language. Accordingly, 
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the "Statement" is limited to claims 1, 2, 4-13, 15-22 and 25-27 but does not relate to claims 
29 and 30.
